Arbor Day -April ,10 

Seventy-five years ago this April, America'i first Arbor Day 
■wss celebrated in Nebraska. In the words of it® founder, Julius i 
Sterling Morton who Inter became secretary of agriculture, it was 
the only national memorial which iooxed to the future, rather than 
the past. It still is. 

It was natural, perhaps, that this ceremony based upon the . 
planting of trees should originate in Nebraska, whirl), at that I 
time, was regarded as being on the edge of the "great American 
desert." Lacking trees. Nebraskans appreciated them more than 
those to whom forests were commonplace. They made a great 
start in Nebraska three quarters of a century ago. One million 
trees were planted there on that first Arbor Day. 

T Mr. Morton himself could scarcely have foreseen the day 
I when tree-growing would heroine a national rause, not alone on 
the treeless plains, but nearly everywhere. Forest industries have 
i learned that trees are a crop, and more and more we arc treat- 
; ing our woodlands, not as something to be cut down, but as true 
croplands from which successive harvests of trees can be taken. 

: “Tree farming” lias become an organized movement in 16 states. 

• In 1872. forest protection was conspicuous by its absence. Today, 
t private industry, state and federal governments spend more than 

$27,000,000 a year to protect forest* from fire. A national educa- 
i tional movement, under the banner of “Keep America Green,” 
has been organized in 18 forested states to stress the fact that 
! most forest fires can he prevented because nearly 90 per rent of 
' them * arc man-caused. 

t Economics has played a derisive role in bringing about this 
i change. Expanding inrest industries today provide markets 
i which make tree-growing profitable. Consider this fart alone: 

• In 1872. little more than 2000 cords of wood were used for paper 
making in the United States; today more than 16,000,000 cords 

5 are used annually for this purpose. In the day when our forests 
c were almost untouched and the uses for wood relatively few. there 
: was little incentive to grow trees. Today, farmers and other small 
: woodlot owners who collectively own nearly 60 per cent of all our 
. commercial forest lands are learning that forest management 
. resllv pays. 

• The pioneers of Arbor Day built, upon a strong foundation 
1 when they selected the future, rather than the past, as their 
! cornerstone. The significance of Arbor Day ia greater on its 
! diamond jubilee than it was when it started.

Possible plans for the renova- 
tion and modernization of pres-

Hood, Jr., treasurer of the Hood 
Milk Company which owns the 
building, asserting that the own- 
er would waive rights to non- 
conforming use of same at the 
end of a two year period if the 
extension were granted. Chair- 
man McCutcheon stated that if 
the agreement is entered into, 
the premises will be used only 
for single residence purposes at 
the end of the two-year period. 

Excerpts from a report filoil 
by Alderman William R. Matt- 
son stated: 

“In the early days the property 
now occupied by the Star Marlcet 
on Farwell Street, Newtonville 
was part of a ten acre tract 
known as the Willow Farm. In 
1919, it was owned by Newton 
Porter and in 1925 was sold to 
Frank H. Pope. In the latter 
part of 1922 when the Zoning 
Laws went into effect, this prop- 
erty was placed in a Single 
Resident C Zone.’’ 

“In 1928, Frank H. Pope sold 
that portion of the property con- 
taining the barns, sheds, and a 
single residence to the New Eng- 
land Creamery Products Com- 
pany, later known as the Nob.e 
Milk Company. The Noble Milk 
Company, along with this prop- 
erty, was purchased In 1934 by 
the Hood Milk Company. The 


Hood Milk Company in 1942 
transferred all activities to their 
Watertown plant and in Febru- 
ary 1944, leased the property to 
the Star Market that now occu- 
pies it as a tenant at will.’’ 

“At no time during the past 20 
years prior to the advent of the 
Star Market has there been any 
manufacturing activity at all 
at this location. The two Milk 
Companies used it only as a dis- 
tribution center and there was 
no pasteurization of milk and 
no machinery of any sort, other 
than a large refrigerator.

But no mention was made on this 
petition as to what the property

Our fish department 
j efficiently cuts and ices fresh 
fish for our retail stores. Our 
delicatessen kitchen produces 
beef pies, chicken pies, vegetable 
salads, gelatin salads, etc., to 
the satisfaction of thousands of 
our customers.” 

We have installed plumbing, 
wiring, roofing, insulation, heat- 
ing, etc., at a cost of several 
thousand dollars. We have pro- 
vided well-paid employment for 
over twenty-five persons.” 

"For many years this property 
was used only as a milk distrilm- 1 
tion center. The milk wagons 
and trucks were repaired else- 
where. The manager lived in the 
single residence on the location 
and no complaints were received 
on the activities prior to the 
time the Star Market moved In. 

The fundamental question IS 
— "Do you. as an alderman, favor 
the establishment . and continu- 
ance of a factory in a residential 
zone in violation of a non-con- 
forfuing use?" 

"If your answer to that ques- 
tion is "YES", then I believe 
you should vote to approve the 
Star Market petition and allow 
the factory to continue as long 
as they desire, despite restric- 
tions of the Zoning Ordnance." 

"If your answer is "NO", then 
I believe you should vote to 
give the petitioners leave to with- 
draw their petition and demand 
that all manufacturing activities, 
including the auto repair garage 
and wood working plant, stop at 
once."

Bed Cross Workroom 
Completes Quota 

Among the most faithful of 
all Red Cross workers are the 
production corps who carried on 
their assignments throughout the 
war and have continued since 
with their weekly gatherings to 
fulfill peacetime quotas. The 
work has gone on quietly and 
unsung with eight different 
groups doing their share. 

Meeting at central spots 
equipped with sewing machines, 
within the different villages, num. 
here of congenial and conscien- 
tious women have assembled 
week after week to baste and 
sew the garments which would 
go to keep needy people from 
sufferiing, and to enjoy the socia- 
bility of a cup of coffee and a 
simple lunch. In charge of the 
official workrooms the following 
chairmen have carried out their 
assignments under Mrs. Joseph 
M. Braff as Newton Chairman; 
Mrs. Thomas F. Murray and 
Mrs. Thomas Hogg, Newton; 
Mrs. C. J. McCarthy, Newton 
Centre; Mrs. Pery Wood and 
Mrs. F. W. Ross, Newton High- 
Highlands; Miss Gertrude Os- 
borne, Newton Upper Falls; Mrs. 
William F. Smith, St. Bernard’s 
Church in West Newton; Mrs. 
Wellington Rindge, Waban; and 
Mrs. F. H. Fowle,, West Newton. 

Stories of the bitter human 
needs continue to come in. The 
children of Europe are the dregs 
of war, — the forgotten residue 
of a civilization which wrought 
destruction of homes, families, 
and human bonds of decency. 
They are products of death, il- 
legitimacy, and disease. That they 
have survived, and continue, in 
bewilderment at their fate, is 
due only to the efforts of those 
whose hope and support rest in 
the equal charity of others. 
There is no saturation point to 
the orphanges of Europe. Some- 
one must look after these waifs 
of war, and one more is always 
being found. 

When the governments of 
European countries find their 
needs greater than they them- 
selves can supply, they ask 
America for aid. The United 
States government requests cer- 
tain types of articles frqm 
the American Red Cross. The 
General Supply Officer in Wash- 
ington requisitions the yardage 
of cloth from our mills. The ma- 
terial i3 shipped direct to Chap- 
ters which are equipped to 
carry on post-war relief work. 
Exact yardage and allowance 
per type of garment to be pro- 
duced is received by the Chap- 
ter. In Newton the cutting room 
at the Chapter House has ma- 
chines which will cut as many 
as fifty layers of cloth at one 
time. Then the prepared ma- 
terials, with findings and direc- 
tions are delivered by Motor 
Corps to the various village 
workrooms. 

When completed, garments are 
returned to the Chapter House, 
where they are checked in de- 
tail, packed, coded, and shipped 
to the Area warehouse. The 
North Atlantic Area warehouse' 
continually sends out these sup- 
plies to the countries from 
which the original requests were 
received. 

Newton’s small share of For- 
eign War Relief since the close 
of lend-lease, and covering this 
season from October first to 
March 25th has been: 176 baby 
shirts, 314 diapers, 230 girls’ cot- 
ton dresses, 153 girls’ wool 
skirts, 268 baby bands, 164 boys’ 
pants, 21 baby mittens, 87 boys’ 
shirts, 10 boys’ overalls, 3 baby 
bonnets, 9 baby sleepers, 76 girls’ 
wool dresses, 289 girls’ cotton 
skirts, 2 women’s wool skirts, 
15 women's wool dresses, (or a 
total of 1,817 garments). By the 
middle of June the quota must 
be finished and there is need of 
continuing help throughout the 
remainder of this season. Next 
Fall Newton is to share again 
in thi3 post-war relief produc- 
tion.

Let us endeavor to think well. 

At the present time we are en- 
gaged in making two decisions; 

» 1 ) what responsibility, eco- 
nomic and political, we should 
take outside our own borders 
and (2) what will make us 
stronger as a country— within 
our own borders. Much of what 
we hear and read gives us little 
chance to understand; many of 
us have meagre information in 
regard to government and gov- 
ernmental practices; and we are 
constantly barraged with other 
people's ideas about what we 


I should think and do. We have 
| many handicaps as we start to 

; think! 

To aid our thinking it might 
help to review what we believe 
to be the role of government and 
what part we play in govern- 
ment. We must have a definite 
idea of what we mean by govern- 
ment from all standpoints, so- 
1 rial, economic and political. 

I When we passed the Social Se- 
curity Act we took a positive 
step in our process of helping 
each of us individually through 
the government. When we 
passed the Full Employment 
Act of 1946 we took a stride in 
the field of economic responsi- 
bility. We showed our under- 
standing that jobs and an op- 
portunity for jobs are necessary 
to the good health of the coun- 
try and that the government 
was to take its responsibility in 
this field. 

Both of these acts were taken 
under two similar conditions: 
firat, after we had learned by 
first hand experience w"hat dev- 
astation could be wrought by

not thinking ahead, and second, 
after we had thought. 

We are the government; we 
alone have responsibility for ac- 
tion. Sir Richard Livingstone, 
President of Corpus Christ! Col- 
lege, Oxford, says: "Citizenship 
goes far beyond voting, paying 
taxes, sitting on a Jury and the 
other duties expected by a na- 
tion from its members ... it in- 
volves all a man's actions which 
touch his fellow citizen*, and af- 
fect the health and well-being of 
the state; it is almost Co-extens- 
ive with his duty to his neigh- 
bor. "At the present time there 
are a number of definite things 
we, as citizens, can do to help 
make the policies and reach the 
decisions necessary at the pres- 
ent time: 

(1) Pause to think! 

Are we thinking when we are 
emotionalizing about the threat 
"from without and within"? 

(2) Gather information: 

This is difficult; however, by 
reading even one newspaper 
which holds a view different or 
opposed to the one you now read 
you are exposing yourself to a 
new idea. 

(3) Think with yur friends! 

Nothing is so contagious as 

hysteria, but nothing calms more 
than the voice of reason. 

(4) Pay your Congressman a 
compliment: 

Give him a chance to tell you 
what he thinks; give him a 
chance to hear what you think. 

But think. Let us not take 
any action — from which there is 
no retreat — without thought by 
each of us.

The hearings 
are being held now and State Department officials are testifying. 
For the past few weeks the State Department has been holding 
hearings all through the United" States in which it tried to cvalu- 
ate. facts and figures provided by manufacturers and other busi- 
ness men. Their findings are being brought forth at the Senate , 
and House hearings although as yet there is no sporifir legisla- 
tion under discussion. Whatever is disclosed at the hearings 
will probably determine the action taken by America at the 
Geneva Conference now getting under way. 

It is hoped the exploratory hearings will give a picture of 
the past operation of the trade agreements and bring comments 1 
on the proposed charter of the International Trade. Organize- | 
tion. There is no clear indication as to what will come out but 
it is possible that a measure requiring Congressional approval 
of the trade agreements might develop. This could lead to log 
rolling of the worst sort. Another possibility would be that 
the agreements might become treaties, requiring a two-thirds vote 
of Congress. Other United Nations operations-r-the Food and 
Agricultural Organization, for instance, have required only a 
Bimple majority of both Houses. 

Business men are being urged to give their support to the 
principles of the present trade agreements, their flexibility, their 
practicality and, specifically, the long range benefits to our 
economy. The businessmen of Newton are being urged to write 
Senators Lodge and Saltonstal! and support the principles under 
which we have been operating for more than the past decade. 
AVhv don't you send a message to one or both of the Senators 
and' your Representative at the Senate Office Building, Wash- 
ington, D. C., or House Office Building. Washington, D. C.?

Laymen's League to 
Hold Annual Meeting 


The Laymen’s League of the

In the minds of many fire pre- 
vention and fire protection are 
confined largely to care In pre- 
venting or safeguarding the 
common causes of fire, such as 
the use of matches, smoking, 
spontaneous combustion of oily 
rags, and the defects existing 
in connection with lighting. To 
be effective, however, every 
factor which may effect safety 
to either life or property must 
be included. Information for the 
study of these factors may be 
found In the record of fires 
that are important from a stand- 
point of the value of property 
destroyed, or of lives lost but 
dependence can not be placed 
entirely upon actual fire ex- 
perience. A certain process used 
in a manufacturing operation, 
or the use of a material in the 
construction of a building, may 
go on for many years before a 
fire occurs which will definitely 
indicate the hazard Involved or 
the lack of fire resistance in the 
material. As an example, many 
buildings built thirty to forty 
years ago were generally con- 
sidered as being fireproof con- 
struction. Study revealed that 
undpr certain fire conditions 
steel work that was inadequate- 
ly protected might be exepeted 
to collapse. 

When all buildings were of 
wood a fire could quickly in- 
volve a whole block front. Fire 
limit ordinances, with the com- 
pulsory requirements for brick 
dividing walls, were the correct- 
ive features applied. When for 
economic or business reasons, 
the areas between these brick 
dividing walls were allowed to 
reach excessive size, as was 
done when openings were cut 
in the walls between two or 
more buildings .other protective 
feaures had to be introduced. 
These excessive building areas 
are outstanding factors in the 
individual large loss, and seri- 
ously contribute to the conflag- 
ration hazard. Modern inventive- 
ness however, has produced the 
automatic sprinkler system and 
the automatic fire alarm sys- 


tem. Through the use of these, 
and the material improvements 
in the fire departments it has 
been possible to continue safely 
in the use of these buildings of 
such size and containing such 
values as the modern depart- 
ment stores. 

Fire prevention, to be effect- 
ive must ever be on the alert to 
detect these hazards. Science Is 
just as effective In providing 
cures for dangers as in develop- 
ing processes which produce ha- 
zards. As an example, life and 
property safety is greater today 
in the manufacture and use of 
explosives than when it was 
when only black powder was 
made. This has been brought 
about through the knowledge, 
on the part of the producers, 
that education as to its hazards 
was a duty owed to the employ- 
ees and the public, and that it 
was true economy to spend the 
money to provide adequate pro- 
tective facilities. 

The sooner people realize that 
to make Fire Prevention effect- 
ive, it is up to everyone to take 
an active part in it now and 
every day and there is no bet- 
ter place to start it than in the 
individual homes. A clean house 
and the cultivation of safety 
habits will prevent many fires. 
Encourage your whole family 
now to help stop fire wastes.

The fort is glued to a piece of 
wallboard l’lO" wide by 4’0” long. 
The fort itself is 1*7” wide by 2’6” 
long. The walls of the fort are 
two matches high with a tower 
at each corner of the fort. Each 
tower has a platform inside with 
a ladder going up to it where 
men can be stationed for an at- 
tack. Two large swinging gates 
are the entrance to the fort. In- 
side the fort there are 7 buildings 
consisting of two soldiers' quar- 
ters, an officers’ quarters, a 
store, a hospital, a powder house 
and a post office. Each building 
has doors made of cardboard and 
windows made out of cellophane. 
On each inside wall there are 
firing platforms with eight lad- 
ders going up to them. In the 
center of the fort is a fenced in 
area where horses can be tied 
and in which are kept two cov- 
ered wagons.

Karin Branzell, the great 
Swedish contralto, will give the 
fourth concert in the 1946-47

Four years 
later the King presented her, 
after a "Carmen" performance, 
with an honor only a few singers 
in the world can claim — the title 
of "Royal Court Singer". 

Kerin Branzell began her ca- 
reer at the Royal Opera in Stock- 
holm.

Cancer the Killer 


The American Cancer Society and its local chapters conduct 
their annual campaign for funds, this month, to earn- on the work 
of seeking a cure for the scourge that last year took the lives of 
181,000 persons in the United States. April is Cancer Control 
Month by act of Congress and proclamation of the President. 

The Society avers that the populace must become cancer-con- 
scious because early detection of the disease in most oases means 
a life, or lives, saved. At least one-third of the 17,000.000 Ameri- 
cans now living who are doomed to die of cancer, could be saved 
if the disease were detected in time and proper treatment given. 
So eancer-conscousness is mandatory, and should go hand-in-hand 
with frequent medical examinations. 

When we consider the facts with sober refleflction— that 184,- 
000 Americans will die this year, an increase over last year; that 
the death toll has been climbing steadily since cancer statistics 
were first compiled — when we consider the facts, it seems ironic to 
boast of the advantages of our economic life. All the wealth in ; 
the world cannot save us from death, but there is one way that | 
our money might help to keep ths grim spectre from us— by put- 
ting it to work in research projects where scientists are trying to 
learn the cause of cancer and perfect a cure for it. 

The 184,000 Americans expected to die of the cancer scourge 
this year will include approximately 95,000 women, 88,000 men 
and about 1300 children under the age of 15. 

Because cancer is not a reportable disease in many states it 
is impossible to determine the number of people who arc suffering 
from cancer at this time. However, national health authorities are 
agreed on a method of estimating the number of cancer cases. 
Roughly, the figure is four times the number of deaths. This would 
mean that in the United States today, there are about 656,000 
cases of cancer. This means that one in every two families in any 
city will feel the heavy and lethal hand of cancer; and that can- 
cer will kill one in eight of the persons in any city. 

The American Cancer Society points out that there are three 
acceptable methods of treating cancer— with surgery, radium and 
X-ray. To recognize this fact, coupled with the knowledge that 
in many cases early cancer can be cured, we can face the threat 
of this scourge with courage and realism. 

Actual figures mean little until translated into action. Sixty 
per cent of the funds contributed by Massachusetts remain in the 
state for.local application. For example, last year, the Massachu- 
setts Division of the American Cancer Society reported that $232,- 
000 was raised in this state; and of that amount, more than $123,- 
000 has already been granted to local service, educational and re- 
search institutions and individuals. On top of this, the national 
headquarters of the Society last month announced the allocation 
of an additional $132,322 for the expansion of cancer research in 
Massachusetts. 

Thus, both the national and state divisions of the Society 
have granted’over a quarter million dollars to aid Massachusetts 
in its fight to conquer cancer— more money than the state as a 
whole contributed last year. This year, this month, the American 
Cancer Society ie asking Massachusetts for $500,000—4 per cent 
of the national goal of $12,000,000. 

There are the figures— translating them into fact and bene- 
ficial action in April depends upon the reasoned generosity of the 
citizens of Massachusetts. 

Cancer is an offspring of ignorance and indifference. To give 
to the Society is to conquer through education, service and re- 
search.

Newton's Legislators 

A very interesting situation 
has arisen this year on Beacon 
Hill. The four Newton Represen- 
tatives, who frequently vote in 
unison on many important 
measures, were split wide open 
the Plan E proposition. 
Furthermore, it was not a spilt 
as between the two sides of the 
city, north and south. Rep. Geo. 
E. Rawson of the north side and 
Rep. Margaret Spear of the 
south side voted in favor of 
continuing Plan E in operation. 
Rep. John S. Whittemore of 
the north side and Rep. Howard 
Whitmore of the south side 
voted against a continuation of 
the much-discussed Plan E. Rep. 
Rawson was reported in the 
papers as being opposed to the 
setting up of Plan E in Newton. 
However, this particular bill 
merely involves giving a com- 
munity the right to vote as to 
whether or not it wishes to try 
Plan E. On that basis, Rep. 
Rawson voted favorably, despite 
his apparent satisfaction with 
Newton’s present form of gov- 
ernment. 

Agfein, judging from news- 
paper reports, Rep. Whitmore is 
unalterably opposed to Plan E 
i for a number of reasons, chief 
of which seems to be that in 
New York several Communists 
I won seats on the local govern- 
1 ing body as a direct result of 
I th* PR system of voting and 
Plan E. In this connection, . it 
might be fair to point out that 
most, if not all of the other 
cities operating under this form 
of government have FAILED to 
elect a single Communist. 

You see, there are two ways 
of looking at this proposition. 
You may be opposed to install- 
ing the plan in your own com- 
munity and yet wish to pass a 
bill giving your own com- 
munity and other communities 
the right to pass on the ques- 
tion themselves. That, as I 
understand the situation, is 
Rep. Rawson’s position. On the 
other hand, you have men like 
Rep. Whitmore, who are so 
disturbed over the possibilities 
of the situation that they hesi- 
tate to even give a city the 
right to vote on such a bill. In 
other words, it is quite possible 
that the four Newton Represen- 
tativos are in agreement on the 
fundamental issue involved.

Rotary Club 

The speaker at the meeting of 
the Newton Rotary Club on Mon- 
day at the Brae Burn Country 
Club was Dr. Samuel Levine, in- 
ternationally famous specialist in 
discaes of the heart. His subject 
was "The Heart, the Great Kill- 
er." 

Dr. Levine stated that since 
1879 the life expectancy has in- 
creased from 34 to 65 years. 
Therefore, a large proportion of 
those who die of heart disease to- j 
day formerly died at much j 
earlier ages of other diseases ! 
such as tuberculosis, pneumonia, ! 
scarlet fever, cancer and many | 
other ills now under control by; 
the medical profession. “The , 
heart," he said, “has become thej 
great killer, because people tend 
to outlive all other diseases. 

There arc, according to Dr. 
Levine, two serious types of 
heart ailments which cause the 
vast majority of deaths. These 
are rheumatic fever cases which 
constitute from 20 to 40% of all i 
heart diseases, and coronary and ! 
high blood pressure cases, which ■ 
make up 40 to 60%. Rheumatic 
fever is the grim reaper of chil- 
dren from 10 to 15 years of age, 
causing 90% of deaths in this age 
group from disease. This ailment 
causes five times as many fatal 
ities as all other diseases of chil- 1 
dren combined. 

It is the second group that has 1 
been affected by th ( e lengthened 
duration of life. Coronary disea- 
ses and high blood pressure af- 
flict today nearly 7,500,000 adults 
in the older groups. During 1944 
575,000 deaths were caused by 
heart diseases of all kinds as 
compared with 171,000 deaths 
due to cancer, the next great 
killer. 

Dr. Levine made two important ! 
suggestions to cope with this tre- 
mendous problem. First, It is es- 
sential that medical education be : 
widely disseminated. Second, hej 
emphasized the tremendous need | 
for research and suggested that 
there be instituted a birthday ! 
celebration for a former presi - 1 
dent of the United States to take 
the form of a $10,000,000 research 
fund to be devoted to finding new 
ways of curing diseases of the 
heart. Pitifully little is now avail- 
able, yet considerable progress 
has been made. Without more 
research the improvements in 
this field of human welfare will 
be practically at a standstill.

When these build- 
ings are completed, this section 
should be one of the most modern 
industrial sections in the Boston 
area.

the time being, is that? — in 
order to deal with this menace 
properly. 

Strange talk in our land of the 
free and home of the brave! 
Stranger still is the Bill coming 
before our Legislature. This 
was first introduced by Repre- 
sentatives Collins, Fitzslmons, 
and Pietmonte, all of Boston. 
At the present time this Bill, 
House No. 1906, known as an 
Order to Create a Committee on 
Subversive Activities, is being 
studied by the Committee on 
Rules with an unofficial subcom- 
mittee of Charles E. Ferguson 
and Michael Batal gathering 
more data on it. In its present 
form the bill provides for a com- 
mittee, which, if it became a 
reality, could perform three 
functions: 

(1) The committee could invest- 
igate any individual who ap- 
peared before It, could in- 
vestigate any organization 
with which this person was 
connected although he was 
not in any way representing 
that organization. 

(2) Th committee couln sub- 
. poena witnesses and de- 
mand records, particularly 
membership records. 

(3) It could punish for con- 
tempt. 

Any one of us could be "In- 
vestigated” and we would have 


such methods would be pilloried. 
And what of the "menace" 
which commonly referred to as 
being Underground? Are the 
truly subversive elements of 
our population going to be 
brought to light by such meth- 
ods? Such methods only drive 
the un-American deeper under- 
ground! 

It is easy enough to raise a 
scare. Of course, we are all 
proud and jealous of the rights 
and privileges which have been 
won for us In the past and held 
for us by the staunch support- 
ers of our civil liberties. None 
of us wish to have the demo- 
cratic principles on which we 
depend undermined. “We hold 
these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable 
Rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness.” 

Before we wage battles let 
us first, decide whether we need 
more weapons. Second, let us 
remind ourselves of the rules 
under which we fight. To throw 
away our rules makes us worse 
than the enemy we fight; we at 
least have had and still have the 
privileges of Government by the 
People, of the People and for 
the People. So let it be Gov- 
ernment by the People!

Newton Mothers 
Learn About 
Safer Homes 

A well-attended and most 
enthusiastic meeting of Newton’s 
first Home Accident Prevention 
course was held on Tuesday eve- 
ning at the Auburndale Club 
house. Miss Ruth LeDoux, a lead- 
ing figure in the Mass. Safety 
Council and associated also with 
the New England and National 
Safety Councils, gave a talk 
which proved to be of intense 
interest to the homemakers who 
attended. Miss LeDoux pointed 
out that it is estimated that 98% i 
of the accidents which occur 
could be prevented. The house- 
wife is the engineer within the 
home. It is her duty to find what 
dangerous conditions can be cor- 
rected and s6 eliminate the tre- 
mendous numbers of accidents 
which occur year by year. 

Miss LeDoux explained the 
safety program carried on with- 
in the schools in which children 
are taught where and how to 
cross streets. Unfortunately the 
good work is often undone by 
mothers themselves who call for 
their children with their cars and 
unwittingly encourage them to 
break the rules which they have 
just learned.

To the Editor of the 
Newton Graphic: 

In your column "Politics with 
Color” published last week, you 
discussed the attitude of the 
Newton Representatives in re- 
gard to Plan E. Apparently this 
discussion was based upon the 
Representatives' votes on Senate 
Bill 124, which was passed and 
engrossed by the Senate, but de- 
feated in the House. This bill 
provided for the repeal of propor- 
tional representation as a method 
of voting. That was the only 
issue in the bill, inasmuch as 
Plan E provides for the PR meth- 
od of voting, it might be inferred 
that one who opposes PR must 
therefore oppose Plan E. But 
this is not necessarily so, since 
many more cities have adopted 
the "council-manager” form of 
government and use the majority 
system of voting than have 
adopted the "council-manager” 
form with PR. 

I have always enjoyed your 
column and found it to be both 
informative and. timely in its sub- 
ject matter. However, speaking 
for myself only and in response 
to your invitation for a further 
discussion, I would like to make 
clear my position on this subject 
and correct some of your com- 
ments in regard to my position. 

I am strongly opposed to PR 
ahd consequently voted in favor 
of S124 which provided for the 
repeal of PR only. I made my 
"maiden" speech on the subject, 
stating as my principal objec- 
tions to PR, the following: 

-. That it "exaggerates small- 
group representation out of all 
proportion to numerical strength 
of such groups in the commun- 
ity” 

2. That it "has made possible 
and encouraged the election of 
extremists who could not other- 
wise hope to be elected to public 
office.” 

3. That it "has acted as an in- 
strument of disintegration, frag- 
mentizing the electorate by em- 
phasizing areas of disagreement 
rather than of agreement.” 

The above objectives were 
quoted from an editorial in the 
New York Times on April 2, 
1947. The editorial also men- 
tioned that "PR as a method of 
choosing a City Council was 
adopted by the voters of New 
York eleven years ago in the be- 
lief that it would prevent Tam- 
many domination of the Council 
by creating an accurately repre- 
sentative opposition to such 
domination.” But, the editorial 
continued, "It has not had this 
1 result.” In concluding, the Times 

i ~~ 


said, "There is now under way a 
movement to repeal the system 
through a popular referendum 
to be held next Fall. We wish 
that movement well.” 

There are other equally strong 
arguments against PR, such as 
its tendency to emphasize racial, 
religious and color considera- 
tions in elections. 

In my speech, I did not men- 
tion Plan E. Neither did I men- 
tion Communists nor Commun- 
ism, except in reference to the 
current make up of the New York 
City Council. The right of a 
community to vote on Plan E 
was not at issue, and I made no 
mention or reference to any such 
proposition. I hope you will cor- 
rect the statement you made, 
namely, "On tne other hand you 
have men like Rep. Whitmore, 
who are so disturbed over the 
possibilities of the situation that 
they hesitate to even give a city 
the right to vote on such a bill.’ 
At the hearing on S364, the Bos 
ton Plan E bill, I publicly made 
a statement that I favored giv- 
ing the people of Boston an op- 
portunity to vote by referendum 
on Plan E, and today voted in the 
Committee on Cities to have Plan 
E go on the ballot at the next 
municipal election in Boston in 
the Fall. 

As far as the adoption of Plan 
E in Newton is concerned, If the 
voters of the city so desire, they 
should have an opportunity to 
vote on it. Before voting, how- 
ever, the Plan should be explain- 
ed and thoroughly discussed both 
pro and con in all details, includ- 
ing PR, if an intelligible explan- 
ation of PR is possible. A ref- 
erendum on the council-manager 
type of government using the 
familMr, American method of 
majority voting would be my 
preference for a referendum, if 
one is desired.

complication after a dose of 
rheumatic fever. 

Miss "A” has definite instruc- 
tions from Billy’s doctor, not only 
in respect to his care but also as 
to the things Billy is allowed to 
do in his climb back to good 
health. She suggests many 
things to the mother to keep 
Billy happy tho’ confined. Among 
them a craft worker from the 
American Red Cross might be 
able to think of a few things for 
Billy to do in bed. The doctor is 
perfectly willing for the in- 
troduction of this new interest. 
Mother is glad of this opportun- 
ity and the nurse will contact 
the Red Cross when she returns 
to the office. Billy blows her a 
kiss as she leaves and away she 
goes. 

While she is in the neighbor- 
hood she runs in to read a Patch 
Test on Baby Dale who is in reg- 
ular attendance at the Well Ba- 
by Conference. She is glad to find 
it reads negative. 

Mrs. Smith is next on her list,

Many mothers 
also talked with the nutritionist 
about their problems in feeding 
their families the foods consider- 
ed best for them. 

After the conference every- 
thing had to be cleaned up and 
put back in its place and then 
Miss "A” returned to the office.

Dr. Lippitt 
referred to United Nations 
"blockages” as examples of the 
Inefficiencies arising from a lack 
of understanding and working 
together as a group. 

Taking the committee as a 
typical example of the individ- 
ual's relation to the group, Dr. 
Lippitt refuted the statement 
that ideally, “There should be 
| fewer committees, having fewer 
meetings, with less for them to 
do”. He called on a mock "com- 
mittee” of Newton citizens to 
portray the roles of the poor and 
the good committee in action.

Hugh Jackson, Dean of Stanford 
University, who spoke on "A 
Quarter Centry of Cost Account- 
ing Progress.” 

This subject is one on which 
Dean Jack-ion has done consider- 
able research. He stressed the 
fact that the National Associa- 
tion of Cost Accountants is an 
organization devoted to the study 
of the problems of Industrial 
Accounting, always endeavoring 
to develop a better understand- 
ing of the true nature and value 
of Accounting, especially Cost 
Accounting, in industry. "We 
must study and improve techni- 
cal methods; establish sound gen- 
eral principles; develop the rela- 
tion of the Accounting Depart- 
ment lo the other Departments 
of Industry and Business, and 
develop the most effective means 
of supplying usable information 
to these departments," the Dean 
stated. 

The Dean further observed: — 
"The introduction of scientific 
methods of cost accounting also 
meant bringing into thousands 
of industrial units a more ef- 
ficient organization, better pur- 
chasing and production methods, 
improved controls, and a stepped- 
up tempo generally within in- 
dividual businesses and all in- 
dustry. In my opinion, these ac- 
complishments would have been 
deferred by several decades with- 
out the coming of modern, scien- 
tific cost-finding methods, de- 
veloped through these uniform 
systems in thousands of business 
units. It is a movement for which 
industry itself must largely have 
the credit, and which has been 
far-reaching in its present re- 
sults. 

There are many uses in an or- 
ganization for which cost data 
is used, but the primary one is 
to provide management with up 
to the minute costs to assist in 
determining selling prices for 
items manufactured, and in our 
present economic situation with 
the persistent demands of labor 
for Increases, it is imperative 
that the true facts be known. The 
general public is vitally con- 
cerned with this phase of cost 
accounting, for upon the facts 
revealed should depend whether 
they are going to pay more or 
less for the things they pur- 
chase.” 

In conclusion the Dean 
stated: — "The next quarter cen- 
tury ortends much progress 
and important developments in 
the industrial life of the nation, 
and cost accounting will assured- 
ly make a very constructive con- 
tribution to industry during that 
period.”

Chapter 119. General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts: Section 53, which says: 
"Sections 52 to 63, inclusive, 
shall be liberally construed so 
that the care, custody and dis- 
cipline of the children brought 
before the court shall approxi- 
mate as nearly as possible that 
they should receive from their 
parents, and that, as far as prac- 
ticable, they shall be treated, not 
as criminals but as children’ In 
need of aid and encouragement 
and guidance.” 

The Law in Massachusetts has 
specified that children should be 
treated not as criminals, but as 
children. The attitude of the 
court is to be corrective rather 
than punitive. We feel that the 
community owes the child the 
chance to improve himself, and 
we hope that given proper guid- 
ance he will rehabilitate him- 
self and be returned to society 
not only as a law-abiding Indi- 
vidual but one who can actively 
and constructively take his place 
in the community. 

The Juvenile Court Bill, H. 
502—1947 is based on the prin- 
ciple that the handling of Ju- 
venile delinquency should be on 
a separate and specialized basis. 
The Bill makes no change In the 
principles of juvenile court law 
but provides the mechanism for 
fulfilling that purpose. In this 
state we have 73 district courts 
which includes the Boston Ju- 
venile Court. The other courts 
are district courts which handle 
juvenile cases, usually on a day 
or part of a day set aside for 
that purpose. The new Bill would 
provide the state with 12 addi- 
tional juvenile courts for the 
State. For each of these courts 
there would be appointed a full 
time judge who was resident in 
the district at the time of his 
appointment. In addition the law 
makes it mandatory that three 
probation officers be appointed 
for each new court. Each judge 
may appoint his own officers but 
the appointments must be ap- 
proved, with salaries as well, 
by the other judges sitting as a 
group. 

As important in its way as the 
actual establishment of the 12 
new courts is the fact that this 
Bill makes a unified, statewide 
system out of the new courts 
and the Boston Juvenile Court. 
One of the judges of the new 
courts or of the Boston Juvenile 
Court would be made chief 
justice, and he would be given a 
full time associate. These four- 
teen jujdges are then made re- 
sponsible for conducting the 
courts as a unified system; they 
are empowered to make orders 
and rules, including uniform 
rules of practice and procedure 
and they are requested to furnish 
the public with a report of their 
work each year. The judges 
would cover the cities and towns 
in their own areas on a circuit 
plan. Each might also be ex-

It has been said with varying ! 
degrees of humor and truthful- 
ness that a country’s degree of 
civilization Is equal to Its treat 
ment of women; certainly our 
responsibility for and successful 
training of our children indi 
cates our understanding of our 
greatest asset — our children. We 
believe that any normal child 
has the ability to adjust to so- 
ciety and its demands provided 
he has the proper opportunity. 
We cannot discuss the problems 
of juvenile delinquency without 
re-evaluating the confusions of 
our present day society. Never 
have groups of people moved so 
frequently nor so far in our 
country— and out of it; never 
have families been so unsettled; 
never have we been faced with 
such disturbances in our educa- 
tional system. So when the child, 
is in turn unsettled, we need to 
bring to his aid every commu- 
nity resource which we can mus- 
ter. If a child is either neglected 
or delinquent and comes to the 
attention of our courts, the em- 
phasis is now placed more upon 
the child than his misdeed. This 
does not mean that the delin- 
quency is not considered but 
rather that the juvenile’s judge 
will consider the delinquent as 
an individual in the larger frame- 
work of the community and Its 
problems. 

We ask of the judge a good 
deal; we want him to be well 1 
trained In law; we want him to 
be able to evaluate the findings 
of the psychiatric and psycho- 
logical agencies who may know 
of the delinquent: we want him 
to understand the educational 
system under which the child 
is studying; we want him to 
know the community in which 
he has jurisdiction. Surely a ju- 
venile court judge who is trained 
in the individual treatment of 
children and who has divorced 
himself from the criminal pro- 
ceedings of an adult court should 
be given the opportunity and re- 
sponsibilities of sitting under a 
separate juvenile court system. 
More important, the youthful 
miscreant should have the privi- 
lege of the specialized help which 
can be given him. Let us hope 
that our Senator Lee and our 
Representatives Spear, Whit- 
more and Rawson support Bill 
H. 302—1947!

I Acknowledging that hospital 
j costs have risen so markedly 
j and so rapidly that they are 
in danger of going beyond the 
reach of the average citizen, Dr. 
Hamilton attributed this con- 
dition to the increased cost of 
j everything a hospital buys and 
to rising personnel expense. In 
endeavoring to meet the com- 
petition of industry during re- 
cent years, he explained, per- 
sonnel costs have advanced to 
the point where payrolls now 
exceed total operating costs of 
10 years ago. Voluntary contri- 
butions through the Community 
Fund and other methods are the 
logical answers, he maintained, 
j Indicative of the steadily in- 
creasing demand for the hos- 
pital’s services, its director re- 
ported that during 1946, 7247 
(patients, including newborn,

England was founded by the 
Rev. Pcrcival M. Wood who 
served as rector from 1917-1934. 
In October 1943 the rectory at 
175 Auburn street was pur- 
chased. In November 1943 the 
Church and Parish House were 
completely destroyed by a spec- 
tacular fire. The homeless con- 
gregation worshipped in the 
Auburndale Club for one year 
and eight months. The corner- 
stone of the rebuilt church was 
laid by Bishop Sherrill in Octo- 
ber 1944. The building was oc- 
cupied on April 1, 1945, the lur- 
nishings were completed in Sep- 
tember 1945 and the building 
completely paid for was conse- 
crated by Bishop Sherrill on 
November 3, 1946. The seventy- 
fifth anniversary was marked 
by impressive ceremonies dur- 
ing the first week of November 
1946. The church known as "the 
church of the lighted cross” is 
now one of the finest examples 
of modern gothic building in the 
commonwealth.

Rev. Richard P. McClintock 

Richard Poison McClintock 
was bom in Winthrop, Massa- 
chusetts in 1904 and was edu- 
cated in the Public Schools of 
that town. He received his B.A. 
from Dartmouth fn the class of 
1926 and obtained his Theology 
degrees at E.T.S. in Cambridge. 
During his seminary days he 
helped in the Church School at 
the Church of Our Saviour, 
Longwood and was student- 
assistant at Saint Andrew’s Mis- 
sion, Orient Heights. On ordina- 
tion and graduation he was 
called to be rector of Saint 
Paul’s Church, Lancaster, New 
Hampshire where he served 
from 1929 to 1938. Also during 
that time he was variously Min- 
ister in charge of All Saints 
Mission, Littleton, N. H., and 
Chaplain Instructor at Saint 
Mary’sTn-the-Mountains Scnool. 
In 1938 he was called to the 
Church of the Messiah, Auburn- 
dale and began his pastorate 
here on April 21 of that year. 
With his people Mr. McClintock

Dr. Wililam 0. Hunt 

Dr. Wililam Otis Hunt, for 59 
years a practicing physician In 
Ncwtonville until he retired, in 
1940, died on Sunday, April 20, 
at Wlscasset, Maine, where he 
had been visiting a*, the home of 
his son-in-law and daughter, Mr. 
and Mrs. R. W. Cotton. 

Dr. Hunt was in his 93rd year.

People have learned that 
health is a public, as well as an 
individual matter; and that the 
forestalling, or prevention of 
disease is infinitely *more impor- 
tant for them than its care or 
cure. 

However, there is one cause of 
death that has been strangely 
ignored by the American people. 
Each year it takes as many as 
die from scarlet fever and diph- 
theria and meningitis combined. 
Besides those it kills, it leaves 
an untold number that are maim- 
ed or crippled or blind. Each 
year it strikes in every state; 
every year it has struck some- 
where in this country of ours 
with the fury of an epidemic. 
We know its cure; we know that 
there are relatively simple means 
of preventing it, and yet we have 
stood thoughtlessly by while it 
has claimed ten thousand vic- 
tims annually. This is fire— of 
deaths by fire — the scarlet 
plague. 

Consider for a moment how 
nearly fire is like a contagious 
disease. Death from fire is quite 
as dreadful as death from diph- 
theria. Death from fire is quite 
as preventable as death from ty- 
phoid. And death from fire may 
strike as terribly as death from 
any epidemic. The causes of 
fires are as well known as the 
causes of diseases that have been 
conquered. 

Fires are just as much a men- 
ace to be guarded against as 
constantly and as thoughtfully 
as death from contagion; let us 
regard fire prevention as an in- 


dividual duty for the whole fam- 
ily to take an active part in — 
as important as the part we 
play In preventing disease; let 
us regard our Fire Department 
in the same light as our Health 
Department— as a branch of our 
local government that is stand- 
ing ever- ready to protect us and 
our children from the scarlet 
plague of fire. When it is recog- 
nized that the causes of fire are 
largely within our control— and 
approximately 8Q per cent of all 
fires are due to some kind of 
human carelessness; when we ob- 
serve as, active and as constant 
a guard against fire as we now 
observe against disease, then we 
will stem the demon fire that 
annually takes ten thousand 
lives in this country and destroys 
almost three hundred million 
dollars worth of property. 

The fire departments have 
come to a full realization that 
their first duty is to prevent 
fires, and 'their second is to fight 
them. They are carrying oil the 
fight to stop fire where it breeds 
— to eliminate it by eliminating 
causes. But to be truly success- 
ful in this work they need every* 
ones help now. 

When will you join this cam- 
paign? When will you start to 
fight fire as though it were a 
disease? Fire is challenging you 
today, and its challenge must 
be met now. Everyone, yoifng 
or old, jinust begin at once to 
do their part every day so tl!4<l 
we can make Newton the safest 
city that there is to live and 
work in now and for tjie time 
to come.
